It proves th" contention 
that monopoly has grown under tbe 
Coolidge administration at a rate 
never equaled beforu In American 
history. 

The Government statistics show 
that the 1.2O0 favored corporations 
stand to make profits of more than 
$5,000,000,000 during 1926. while the 
remaining 398.000 smaller combines 
all told will not make quite so much. 

Ouring the year a great many of 
the small corporations were forced to 
the wall because of alleged unfair 
trade practices on the part of the big 
fellows which went unheeded when 
told to the Federal Trade Commission. 

Within the 1.200 group, it was re- 
vealed, there Is a smaller body of 1»8 
corporations which are wallowing in 
wealth. Each of these combines made 
a profit of more than $13,500,000 dur« 
ing the last fiscal year, in which tho 
figures are available. Their profits 
aggregated, according to the tax: re- 
turns, nearly $2,300,000,000. They did 
a gross business of $25,000,000,000, 
leaving to the other 398.700 corpora- 
tions S/ZjOOO^OOvOOO worth of business.

Partnership In such things Is - as 
fundamental and necessary to the 
full and free life of the Individual as 
partnership in government, which we 
call democracy. IT IS INDIVIDUAL 
PARTICIPATION IN THE CONTROL 
OP THE SOURCES OP LIFE IT- 
SELF. 

The. roots of the Individual being 
must bo in ALL THINGS THAT 
AFFECT THE INDIVIDUAL LIFE. 
To the extent that the indivlduul is 
excluded from any of these things he 
IS not free, he Is not sovereign, he 
does not own and control himself com- 
pletely. 

IN OTHER WORDS. PUBLIC 
OWNERSHIP IS BASED UPON THE 
RIGHT OF INDIVIDUAL SELF- 
OWNERSHIP. 

Public ownership is merely ALL 
INDIVIDUALS SHARING IN THEIR 
FULL RIGHTS AND POSSESSIONS. 
Without public ownership and demo- 
cratic control of aU those Indivisible 
things, that effect the general welfare 
there cannot be such a thing as in 
dividual self-ownership in any society 
above that of the primitive brute.

<Bl««s> — We started out with the 
fact that the annual product of the 
labor of the world is far less than 
enough to g<v<* the population 1 a 
decent livelihood. We found that 
this condition is due to no Kbortage 
of necessary resources or power* but 
rather to a defective organisation of 
the economic system. Before pro- 
ceeding to a study of the way out. it 
U worth while, perhaps, to sum up 
the essential shortcomings of the eco- 
nomic order on which our lives 
depend. 

In the first place. It Is not a real 
system. It wan never planned or con- 
trived. It grew by chance, and « on*e- 
queatly cannot, unless by "accident, 
correspond to the requirements of the 
complex modern world. With no head 
or plan or system, world production is 
» blind, fumbling, futile process in j 



lat-j the masters of their bread and 
mrat baskets, they are simply kid 
ding themselves. 

Oh, yes. I know all about majority 
rule and public opinion and that sort 
of thing. I also know that there were 
a hundred feudal serfs to every feudal 
lord in the days when knighthood wss 
In flower and ten slaves to every 
slave-owner when slavery was in 
power 'In Sunny Dixie. To be sure, 
serfs and slaves didn't vote and there 
were no serf and slave Journals, 
schools and colleges to manufacture 
public opinion for the poor dovlls. 
And now we got the ballot and we 
can read and some of us can almost 
write and there are a few who can 
even think, and caged monkeys are 
learning to smoke cigarettes and eat 
let, cream Ilko near folks. But these 
educated (?» monkeys don't roll their 
own and they don't know how to 
freeze ice cream and besides the 
freerer belongs to the other geeter. 
and we free men have no party that 
belongs to us, and no Journals, 
schools and colleges worth speaking 
of to spreud our dope. So wo take 
the dope from the capitalist dope dis- 
pensaries and vote accordingly. 

Labor ballots backed by labor 
brains, and a labor party, fed by 
labor coin might get us somewhere. 
But, pray, how many of us are willing 
to read a serious book on any sub- 
ject? How much have you contributed 
to a political party of your own? 

You know elections cost money — 
you know that somebody Is paying 
for the deluge of posters, handbills, 
circular letters and political advertise- 
ments that flood the land of the free 
axuund election time. You know some- 
one is paying fur the brass bands, 
orators, and workers at the polls. And 
perhaps you yourself have earned a 
few honest dollars bringing out the 
vote by voting dead men and dead- 
beats without asking yourself where 
the money came from. Oh. are you 
so naive to think that all these mil- 
lions and tens of millions which are 
spent at every major election full 
from heaven as manna to you? If so. 
bore a hole In your noodle and let 
the water out. 

Governments, said Kelr Hardlo 
one. are like donkeys. If the donkey 
belongs to you, you can take It by 
the Curs and make it pull your load. 
l*Wt if th»» donkey belongs to the 
other fellow, all you can do is to get 
b.-hind it and get kicked.

It Is its very nature to 
pursue private gain at all costs, and 
this chase after profit continues to 
defeat the very purpose of economic 
life, namely the provision of goods 
with which to satisfy human wants. 
The mad scramble of competitive- 
rivalry creates new wants far faster 
than the old want* can be satisfied. 

If you will apply the.se four points 
to the mining industry or to any other 
Industry with which you are familiar, 
you will feel tbu full forc» of the 
argument.

France 



The National Teacher*' Vnlon of 
France, affiliated with the French Con- 
federation of l«abor. Is one u f the very 
few labor organizations iu the world 
that Is practically 100 per cent organ- 
ized. Following a recent campaign 
to attain 100 per cent organization, the 
school teachers reached th- goal In all 
tho sections but one of the 90 de- 
partmental sections of this organiza- 
tion, including seven sections la the 
colonies. The teachers of France are 
militant members of the working class, 
industrially and politically, bringing 
Into the labor movement in force a 
powerful intellectual element. 

In common with the other sections 
of organized labor, the teachers are 
opposing the policies c$ the present 
French government following its sur- 
render to the international bankers' 
trust. 

The Confederation Generate states 
in a recent manifesto that it is op- 
posed to the Morgan pollcU-s and asks 
Its members to fight especially a re- 
cent plan to turn over the French tele- 
phone system to the Western Electric 
Co. and to Morgan's banks. 

It calls attention to tho widespread 
propaganda of the Western Electric 
In France and points out the danger 



of such a policy for the French work- 
ing class and tho "EKllona! Independ- 
ence. 

French labor protests agnlnst any 
scheme o' the French government that 
would give to American bankers more 
power over the lives of the majority 
of Frenchmen. 




Great Britain 

The co-operative movement of Great 
Britain Is showing Itself to be a real 
weapon of the workers In the class 
struggle during the present crisis 
growing out of the strike of tho mil- 
lion coal miners. The co-operatives 
have done a big work In helping to 
feed the miners. 

Tons of fish are being sent Into tho 
stricken mlno fields of Britain by the 
Co-operntlvo Wholesale Society to 
feed the families of locked -out union 
miners. Tho price set. average 6 cents 
a pound including express charges, 
means that the millions of dollars 
being given the 4.000,000 miners and 
dependents by unionists in Britain, 
Europe and America will stretch much 
further than would • have been the 
case had profit-taking merchants han- 
dled the business. 

Hamilton Fife has given up the ed- 
itorship of the London Daily Herald, 
the great Labor and Socialist daily, 
to pursue the life of wanderer over 
the earth. Coder Mr. Fife, the Herald 
rose in circulation from 130,000 to 4i0,- 
OuO. 



Norway 

Norweigan workers -12.000 of them 
in the wood, pulp and paper Industry 
face another lockout instigated by 
the capitalists to enforce a reduction 
in wages. The employers demand a 
reduction in wages of 27 per cent, 
which th»> workers are determined to 
resist. Tbls Is part of a general at- 
tack against wages that has been go- 
ing on In Norway for some time. The 
employers In the paper Industry have 
large stocks on hand and by forcing 
a lockout can actually make money 
for some time as a result of the idle- 
ness of their Industry. 



The legal aid of the American Civil 
Liberties Union to bring bis kidnap- 
pers to punishment was offered by tel- 
egram on September 4, to the Rev. 
Vincent D. Wurren, pastor of St. Jo- 
seph's Catholic Church of Norfolk. Vx, 
who returned to his parish on Sep- 
tember 2 after being forcibly carried 
off the night before by a band of 28 
masked and white-robed men. At the 
same time Forrest Bailey, a director 
of Vhe Union, telegraphed Gov. Henry 
F. Byrd at Richmond.. Va.. demand- 
ing an Investigation Into the report 
that Sheriff J, C. Litchfield of Princess 
Anno county saw "nothing to Investi- 
gate" in th<) kidnapping. 

Father Warren and two other white 
men had accompanied the Negro boys' 
band of St. Joseph's Academy, which 
tho priest directs, to Princess Anne 
county for a concert. At the close of 
the program, the gang of sheeted men 
drove up anfl ordered the priest to ac- 
company them. 



Mexico 

Since P.«12 the Mexican Federation 
of Labor, which Includes about iM"J.- 
•o city workers and Sou.ooo farm 
workers, has succeeded in raising 
wages on tbe average )»5 per cent. It 
is doubtful if any other labor organ- 
ization in the world has done that' 
much. To achieve this tnagntticent re- 
ult. the Mexican workers organized 
b«th industrially ami politically. They 
control the government and dominate 
the industrial field. Only by thus using 
both of labor's strong arms have they 
been able to almost double the aver- 
•go wane In their country in twelve or 
th.rte. n years. 



India 

The political party which stands for 
militant policies and for the Inde- 
pendence of India, seems to \»* gain- 
ing around at the expense of such 
wholly pacifist and non-resting ele- 
ments as the nou co o|»* rationists led 
by Ghandl. Th*» militant party Is 
albd the Swarajixl part*. In a re- 
••-nt by election in Bengal, the Swara- 
jist candidate was elected by a vote 
creat-r than the total poll of all th*- 
tlo-r parties. The Swarajists include 
many Socialists. 

Russia 

Not only are the peasants of Hus- 
ia being drawn in'o a great co-opera- 
tive system, but the workers are un- 
b rcoing the same evolution in those 
activities not controlled directly by 
the stat". In l;«-5 th*« workers' co-op- 
ratives of Uu-^ia had a total affiliat- 
A membership of 4 r.'.»;.-»;:i. The trade 
union membership then was T.simi.ooo. 
<» that the percentage j>f trade union- 
ists organized in the co-operatives was 
:♦ s. says the Russian Trade Union 
bulb tin. The turnover was l.j:il.35.1.- 
M»« rubles <a ruble |s about GO cents l 
In l'.»24 This was an increase of 
about 1«"> per rent over the previous 
year. These co-operatives are used 
to do from 70 to m per cent of tho 
orker*' buying in the larger Indus- 
trial centers and about 50 per cent of 
the workers' buying in the smaller 
nters. 



Financial aid has been offered by 
the American Civil Liberties Union 
to Samuel S. Ripley of Richmond. Cal.. 
who Is suing Capt. Waldo Kvans. com- 
mandant of the Great Lakes Naval 
Training Station, for damages in con- 
nection with his arrest in Samoa in 
1*j21. Ripley charges that he was 
practically "shanghaied" at the lnstig> 
ation of Capt. Kvans when the latter 
was naval attache at Pago Pago, Sa- 
moa. 

Ripley, who is the son of an Ameri- 
can father and a Samoan mother, was 
found on the island without a passport 
and ordered on board an American 
ship by Capt, Kvans. He says that he 
was kept practically a prisoner for 
seven weeks witile the ship cruised 
the South Sea Islands, and was finally 
landed against his will In America. 
Ripley filed suit for |.V».0o0 damages 
In tho Contra Cost County Superior 
court. California, in 1*2*2. Tbe case 
was transferred to the Federal court 
at San Francisco and later to the Fed- 
eral court at Chicago when (.'apt. Ev- 
ans was stationed at Great Lakes. 

In 11*2> Federal Judge Cliffe of Chi- 
cago refused to hear the cas«. The U. 
S. Circuit court, however, ordered 
Capt. Kvans to trial despite the stand 
of the government that his was the 
official act of a naval commandant and 
heuce not amenable to the authority of' 
courts. Ripley began his Miit before 
Federal Judge Carpenter in Chicago on 
April 21». H»2»>. He maintains he was 
arrested because of his activity on be- 
half of native chiefs in Samoa who 
aro seeking relief from tbw present 
form of U. S. naval administration.

To this no one replied, whereupon 
JudK* Thayer addressed on* of the re- 
porters by name.

\ansetti rer.-ived a p<nn>- of it or that 
they shotted any sichs of prosperity 
thereafter. 

For months previous- to April IS 
there had been a ^ rk* of pavroil hold- 
ups In and around It-, -ton Th- perpe- 
trators were usually #1* •• ribed as Ital- 
ians, with a s-eniltig weakness for shoe 
factories. 

The crime was credited to this band 
and efforts w.-ru mad" t.> identify Its 
members through pictures in th« 
Kogues' gallery at Police headquarters 
In this city. In the onVe of the J*tate 
police and In private police gall.-rles. 

Sacco then -was living with his wife 
and babies in Stoughton. another near- 
by shoe town, where he was »'eadiljr 
emplo>> d as an i-dg* maker. Ifis earn- 
ings ran as high as I*'' to |?o a week: 
he earned extra money \ t y serving as a 
watchman for his employer, and he 
worked a small garden. He had no 
criminal re..-ord, was not kri< wn as the 
companion of criminals arid was an 
av.rage. thrifty Italian with but one 
tdiosyncrary that marked him among 
his co-workers — he wa-» a radi.al. 

Vansettl lived In lirtdge wa'«r I .ess 
fortunate than Sacco In the matter of 
* trad". h»? lived by selling n«h. dig- 
ging ditches and doing su^h «>th» r odd 
lobs as might offer Lake S*.-.-o, he 
was rated as Industrious b:jt "a. bit 
•iueer" In that he was a radical. 

Cause of Arrests 

About this time Andre* Sa!«*da met 
his death as a \ i« tirn of the k,,i raids.

Jlee ran high against all "foreigners" 
at the time of his trial and that under 
the circumstances nothing but convic- 
tion could be looked for.

Sac- 
co. in their trial for murder.

Regarding the hearing for a new 
trial Sept. 13, the World says: 

That Nicola Sacco and Kartolomeo 
Vansettl are innocent of the murder 
of which they stand convicted and the 
victims of a continuing conspiracy of 
State officials and Pepartment of Jus- 
tice agents is the gist of threescore af- 
fidavits now locked In a secret Hie of 
the Superior Criminal court in Dedham. 

Inferential!)-, the affidavits also 
charge State officials with refusing: to 
arrest the real murderers. 

These murderers, the affidavit set 
forth, were members of the notorious 
Morelll gang of ITovldonce.

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Scientists at Convention Foresee New Social Order 



Editor's Note 

Whenever the American Chemical 
Society merit In national convention, 
the public way expect a treat. Every 
year it tells of new and startling facts 
that have developed In the realm of 
chemistry. Chemistry ha-* easily be- 
come the moat potent and most crea- 
tive as well as the most destructive 
scientific agency. It Is releasing 
creative energies that will change 
civilization and give us a heaven on 
earth, if the destructive energies tho 
chemists are turning loose tor war 
purposes, do not destroy the human 
race first. 

When the president of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society foresees a new- 
social onler as a result of scientific 
discoveries and developments, and the 
social order he foresees Is exactly 
what the Socialist* have foreseen for 
a veneration, it is an event worth 
noting. It means that the scientists 
are grasping the fact that the present 
capitalist system cannot possibly con- 
trol and utilize the new and tremen- 



dous forces of production sclenoe Is 
developing, and that we must and will 
have n new social system capable of 
doing this. 

Some of the nmazlng and Inspiring 
statements of the president of this 
society and -other eminent chemists at 
this convention are given below. 



Philadelphia —The entire social or- 
der will be remade through mas- 
tery of the atom by science was fore 
cast by Prof. James K. Norris of the 
Massachusetts lustitute of Technology, 
in at* address jis president of the 
i American -Chemical society. 

"Atoms consist of unthinkable 
amounts of bound-up energy. They 
are like a Jack in-the-hox. When we 
learn- how to toiirh the button the 
energy will spring out and we can use 
it." he declared. . 
"There will then be no underground 
! slaves and no coal barons. A limit- 
{ less supply of energy will make over 
J the world. Kvery man wll. have time 
(to taste of the Joys of life." 



Present System to Go 

Asserting that such a discovery 
would destroy our present system of 
social values, he predicted "an eco- 
nomic upheaval that would force up- 
on the wtrld a change from the pres- 
ent unsatisfactory system bused upon 
gold to a more rational one based 
on something more fundamental— per- 
haps the value of * man's labor, or in 
ueceusary commodities." 

"Whatever the result." he said, "wo 
would see new standards set up which 
would change society in such a way 
that a more equable distribution of 
weulth would follow. Property riKhts 
in natural resources would disappear. 

"A family would rot live for genera- 
tions in affluence and produce nothing 
as the result of the purchase by a 
forefather of a copper mine when the 
demand for the metal hud uot devel- 
oped. It Is Impossible *o conceive of 
the extent of the social revolution that 
would follow practical tran>muta'h>n 
of the elements." 



Prof. Norris denied these views 
wer> a fantasy and contrasted life a 
century ago with, that of today to 
prove the practicability of his state- 
ments. 

Chemistry, he said, now Is lenrnlng 
how to obtain and use energy with a 
high intensity factor. 

Ho told of a drop of colorless oil 
that hud been formed from methane 
— the chief constituent of natural gas 
—us the result of the action of this 
form of energy upon It. 

"That droplet," he said, "means a 
supply of combustible liquid to run 
our automobiles when petroleum is 
exhausted." 

"We can make methane from car- 
bon and hydrogen when the supply of 
natural gas fails us. The sun will 
always be able to convert carbon 
dioxide into a form from which we 
can recover carbon." 

He decried critics who would say 
the cost of producing this liquid 
would be prohibitive and pointed out 
that tho cost of electricity when first 



produced al«o was prohibitive. 

The American Chemical society was- 
told that the iron age is about to pass 
beforo the advance, of the age of 
alloys. 

Dr. Irving Lanxmuir. assistant di- 
rector of the General Klectrlc Co. 
research laboratory. In telling of the 
dawn of the new era, declared plain 
metals no longer are sufficient for the 
world's work. 

Have New Method j 

He envisioned the day when sky-' 
scrapers would be constructed mt • 
alloyed steel welded together Instead . 
of riveted. 

This transformation* from riveting; 
to welding, he said, will be hastened . 
by the recent discovery of a method, 
of atomic. hydrogen welding, which, he 
said, produces a heat capable of weld ' 
ing all known metals. j 

The new welding proces* accom- j 
pUshes Its work by throwing the hot- • 
lest tlanf* ever developed by man t 



upon metals. Dr. Langmulr explained. 
It develops a heat of between 3 00') 
and S>.i»0i» degrees of Fahrenheit, and 
It is known as the atomic hydrogen 
flame. 

Iodine from Seaweeds 

Iodine from seaweeds as a preven- 
tive of high blood pressure and har- 
dening of the arteries was outlined 
before the Chemical society conven- 
tion: 

Dr. J. W. Turrentlne of the bureau 
of soils. United State* .department of 
agriculture, said studies in govern- 
ment laboratories show that excess 
weight of advancing years may fre- 
quently be attributed to an Inactive 
thyroid gland, indicating an Inade- 
quate- supply of iodine in the .system. 

Activity of iodine extracted from 
seawted was shown to he some 2'W> 
times greater than that of the Jodlues 
frequently used in the treatment and 
prevention of goiter, he said.

Their earnings are approxi- 
mating those received from the pro- 
fessions and from Independent busi- 
ness, and as economic distinctions ap- 
proach the vanishing point, so do 
class distinctions and Jealousies."
